For emission unitsthat were still under construction or which had not commenced operation at the
end of the 6-month period covered by the report and are subject to monitoring requirementsin this
permit, the report shall indicate that no monitoring was performed during the previous six months

b. When emissions due to malfunctions, unplanned shutdowns and ensuing startups are or may
bein excess of the standards notification shall be made as promptly as possible by telephone
(or other electronic media) and shall cause written notice upon request.

The owner or operator shall report emission related exceedances from permit requirements
including those attributed to upset conditions (other than emission exceedances covered by
Section F.7. above) to the Regional Office listed on the front of this permit within 30 days.
Other deviations from permit requirements shall be included in the semiannual report required
by Section F.6[Section 1b (V) 3, 4. of the Cabinet Provisionsand Proceduresfor Issuing TitleV
